Pennsylvania’s new censorship 
law, providing for post-release cen- 
sorship of films, is so badly drawn | 


|and so obviously unconstitutional | 


that it is wide open to any chal-| 
lenge if there is an attempt to 
enforce it, Ephraim S. London, one 
f the country’s leading censorship 
attorneys, said in N.Y. this week. 
Having studied the draft of the 
Pennsylvania bill, which also pro- 
vides for an “adult only” policy 
vhere the censor board finds pic- | 
ires unsuitable for youngsters un- 
London stressed that the 


applicable only after a film has 
opened made little difference un- 
der the law. 

Sees Injunction 

“The courts have made a very 
definite distinction between a 
policeman coming to a _ theatre 
after a picture has played and 
charging the theatre operator with 
showing an obscene film, and a 
board being set up to see whether 
or not a given picture is objection- 
able,” London said, “It makes ab- 
tely no difference whether the 
board does this prior to release 
or after a first-night audience of 
adults has viewed the film.” 

He added that “any reasonable 
judge” in Pennsylvania would is- 
sue an injunction restraining the 
ensor board from carrying out a 
Danning order,

Gordor ) has made a lot of vidpix in Germany and still dedi- 
cates himself much to this medium, said “that there must be 
somethir yng.’ He pointed out: “We all know that the Ameri- 
can feature films are very successful in Europe, particularly in 
Germany. Why don’t American tv films register the same success?” 

Gordon answers this question as follows “The American tv 


companies are not well enough represented and organized in Eu- 
rope. The ‘experts’ who were sent to analyze the European market 
or to sell their companies’ products are not familiar with the dif- 
ferent con‘itions, habits and demands in Europe. They think that 
if a program clicked in America it must also do so in Europe. An- 
other main difficulty has to do with the fact that most of these 
representatives don’t understand the foreign language. Also, they 


don't want to accept the fact that practically all European tv sta- 
tions are Government-controlled. And that means that the com- 
mercial angle doesn’t play the prime role. Biggest emphasis is put 
on the artistic factor.” 


But, nevertheless, Gordon said that he’s hopeful. “If the leading 
American companies are properly organized (‘such as the major 
Hollywood companies) 1n Europe, with the right people to repre- 
sent their interests, the American tv films will find great possibili-

And in many cases. the stars of the 


| pix can hardly be called “foreign.” 


For Sophia Loren, Curt Jurgens, 
Fernandel, Alec Guiness, and 
others are familiar to a large 
segment of today’s film audiences. 

One of the ironies in the devel- 
opment is that Hollywood, in order 
to give its features a new look and 
an international flavor, has plucked 
these foreign stars for use in their 


own films. It was one of Holly- | 


wood’s answer to tv competition. 
Now these same stars will be of- 
fered “free” on tv. 

‘lamingo Films, which has 
pioneered in the tv distribution of 
foreign pix, has acquired a new 
group of 30 features, all made since 
1953, and composed of such festi- 
val award winners as “The Last 
Bridge” and “Little World of Don 
Camillo.’ 

The pix, acquired at a cost of 
about $1,200,000 taking in some 
dubbing charges, came from a vari- 
ety of sources. About 20 in the 
package came from the Walt Kings- 
ley division of Columbia Pictures 
and the liya Lopert division of 
United Artists. Five or six came 
from Distributors Corn of Amer- 


|}ica and the remainder from sepa- 
lrate deals with indie producers or 
| theatrical distributors. 


“Art Theatre of the Air,” a joint 
enterprise of Essex Universal and 
Richard Davis, foreign film im- 


| porter and owner of the N.Y. Fine 


Arts Theatre, has acquired 52 for- 
eign imports for tv distribution. 
Titles are being withheld pending 
completion of their theatrical run. 
But they will be offered to tv, start- 
ing next month. 

Flamingo, too, is sitting on titles 
for the same reason. But other 
than the previous two titles men- 
tioned in the Flamingo roster there 
are “Fernandel the Dressmaker,” 
“Pappa, Mamma, the Maid, and I,” 
starring Claude Dauphin, “Orient 
Express,” starring Eva Bartek and 
Curt Jurgens, and “House on the 
Waterfront,” starring Jean Gabin 
Pix in the Flamingo group, called 


“The Festival Package,” will be | 


sold to tv stations on a delayed 
telecasting basis because many of 
the pix are still in theatrical re- 
lease. Fifteen pix will be sold for 
telecasting now through January,

Catholic Legion of Decency 
Rush, who — had some ex- 
perience with “C” rated pix in 
the past, said that commercial 
factors prompted his decision 
Not only is there some station 
resistance to telecasting such 
pix, but even the more accept- 
ing stations balked at telecast- 
ing “C” pix at other than late 
night slots. (They either found 
them too sexy, or the topics 
too controversial for afternoon 
or early evening telecasting 
when the kids are around.) The 
“C” tag depletes the potential 

revenue from tv, says Rush.

It's too big and important a proj- 
ect to be limtied to the telefilm 
end of the biz, according to Gold- 
enson and Treyz. 

Both network execs also felt that 
more than “bread and butter” is- 
sues were involved.

The motion’s impact 
was dulled, however, coming in 
the wake of a fierce Raboid attack 
on Bright for alleged contempt of 
the membership and squandering 
of union funds 

Moreover, the resolution may 
turn out to be superfluous, since 
the new labor law enacted by Con- 
gress, and which President Eisen- 
hower is certain to sign, is being 
constructed by experts as abolish- 
ing appointive jobs in national and 
{international unions. A section of 
the new act purportedly stipulates 


that all officers must hence be | 
elected by direct membership bal- | 
lot. Under AGVA's constitution, | 
Bright's job is by grace of the na- | 
tional board, and its tenure is in- 
definite | 

This and other alleged weak- | 
nesses of the AGVA constitution | 


prompted Pat Patton of St. Louis, 
one of several out-of-town national 


board members at the meeting, to 
characterize it as a “license to 
steal’’—typical of the blunt anti- 
administration sentiment heard at 
the session 

Raboid’s resolution goes to the 
national board, which meets in 
October. Should that body nix it, 
a good bet, the arduous alternative 
route is by petition. At least 500 


member signatures must accompany 
the proposal to the entire AGVA 
membership at least 20 davs before 
the branches elect delegates to next 


June’s convention at Las Vegas. 
If it wins passage, the amendment 
would have to be ratified by the 
Associated Actors & Artistes of
